Home Occupation, 


ToBe Liberalized 
lfNew Law Voted 


An ordinance 
eralize” rather 


that would “lib- 
than restrict home 
occupations and would provide 
continued use of mechanized 
equipment in hobbies will be the 
subject of a public hearing at the 
city planning commission May 24. 

When a person wants to oper- 
ate a part-time or “backyard” 
business now he is required to 
obtain a zone variance, a lengthy 
legal procedure. Under the pro- 
posed ordinance, the commission 
will be privileged to issue a per- 
mit and the applicant will be 
saved time between making a re- 
quest and receiving an answer. 

City Attorney Henry M. Busch 
prepared the ordinance. Since the 
commission’s meeting of last 
Thursday, many expressions have 
been offered relative to feasibility 
of such a proposal. Commission- 
ers gave the assurance yesterday 
the proposal will actually make 
easier an applicant’s procedure in 
establishing a “home occupation” 
business and that it will not place 
any undue restriction on mechan- 
ical equipment used in hobbies 
and small business operations. 

Following is the wording of the 
proposed ordinance: 

“An occupation conducted en- 
tirely within a dwelling or pri- 
vate garage and carried on by the 
occupant of the dwelling as a 
secondary use in connection with 
which there is no display; no 
stock in trade nor commodity 
sold tipon the premises; no per- 
sons employed; and no mechani- 
cal equipment used except such 
as is necessary for housekeeping 
purposes, and no sign.” 

Public hearing on the proposed 
ordinance will be held May 24. 
It is emphasized the measure will 
be considered at that time and 
not at the city council meeting 
vionight.
